(founod, in consequence of the great. 
popularity of his principal opera 
‘Faust,’ has unquestionably become 
one of the most honored and famous 
names in the musical world. The Cer- 
man, French and Italian stage—the 
latter, with all its offshoots, from London 
and St. Petersburg to Madrid, Rio 
Janeiro and New York—have produced 
his ‘ Faust’ with great and continued 
success. We may say, indeed, that 
since the production of the “ Huguenots’’ 
by Meyerbeer, twenty-five years ago, no 
great opera has achieved so brillianta 
renown as “ Faust,’’ atid that it is, as vetg 
not only unrivalled but unequalled. It 
may, therefore, safely be assumed that a 
brief sketch of Gounod’s life, of his 
character, and of his works, some of 
which are unfortunately too little known 
outside of France, may not be unaccep- 


I first made Gounod’s acquaintance 


during the past summer, in Paris, where | 


y 


he lives in a pleasant hotel in the quiet | 
Rue de la Rochefoucauld. His recep- 
tion rooms are in the enfresol, while the 
apartments occupied by his family are on 
the premier etage. In personal appear- 
ance Gounod is not unlike a German, 
being of middle hight, strongly built, 
with blonde hair and beard; his black, 
flashing eye, however, is altogether 
French. The expression of his counte- 
nance is singularly open and intelligent, 
and his whole air and bearing have the 
ease and elegance of a man of the 
world, and make a most agreeable im- 
pression upon all who are fortunate 
enough to know him. TIlis fifty years 
are not at all apparent. (rounod does 
not belong to the silent, dreamy order of 
composers like Schumann, but the 
vivacious and sympathetic, out of whose 
wide varied culture and ready flow of 
conversation, the desire to speak of 
their toils and Struggles naturally | 
spfings. Inthis he reminded me some- | 
what of our Richard Wagner, With 
all this vivacity of temperament, how- | 
ever, Gounod, is a thoroughly earnest | 
man, somewhat inclined to enthusiasm, | 
taking the very highest view of art, and 
serving it with a religious fidelity and 
jealousy. 

He had just returned from one of the 
last rehearsals of his Romeo,” and 
began—having been rendered somewhat 


more animated and talkative than usual ever, has occasionally been given in 


by the excitement—to complaia of the | 
various hindrances which stage tradi- | 
tions and customs put in the way of the | 
best intentions of composers. The di- | 
rector of the Theater Lyrique, it seems, | 
was anxious to omit an entire chorus in| 
“ Romeo,” as making the act in which it | 
occured too long, and the prima donna! 
encouraged him in this by her own dis- | 
like to sing in it. While relating the 
history of this difficulty, Gounod sud- | 
denly sat down to the piano, and played | 
and sang the air in question, with an_ 
agreeable tenor voice and a good deal of 
dramatic expression. It was the 
riage song in the third act (O Pulietto, 
sois henreuse,) a noble, smoothly flowing | 
choral, and a real ornament to the score. | 
‘“Self-denial,’ said Gounod, ‘is the: 
highest virtue of a singer, as it is the | 
highest duty of a composer. I honor | 
no artist who does not identify himself 
with hir art, and who, instead of absorb- | 
ing himself utterly in his work, has his- 
own personality ever in view. Ifa 
singer executes a piece of music other- 
wise than as a composer has written it, is 
this anything buta defamation and 
slander? In private life we have some 
means of redress for slander, but in art 
none. A composer has no appeal—is 
often blamed, indeed, if a singer sings 
an aria with indifference or a want of 
sympathy. To be true, and to deny. 
one's self,’’ he continued, with increas- | 
ing warmth, “is the first and highest | 
law of the dramatic composer. Woe to, 
him who does not find his best reward | 
in his own labor! The music of ‘Romeo. 
and Juliette’ has for years past filled 
my whole soul, day and night, with 
mingled joy and pain; I owe to it the 
happiest hours of my life, and jin the | 
labor I have expended upon it have’ 
already had my reward. What follows. 
upon the completion of an opera—the | 
rehearsals, the representation, the sub- 
sequent success—is nothing but vexa- 
tion and disappointment. . lf God were 
to give me the power to create a master- 
piece as perfect and as immortal as 
Shakespeare’s, with the condition that 
no human being should ever know or 
suspect the composer's name, | should 
be a thousand times happier than I now 
am in the possession of the greatest 
success that ever crowned the works 
which I know to be but faulty and im- 
perfect.” Such and many similar re- 
marks fell from Gounod in the fire of 
his enthusiasm, and enabled me to ree- 
ognize again in him the young enthusiast, 
who, asa boy, devoted himself entirely 
to the service of the church, took the 
first vows and only twelve or fifteen 
years ago still went about in his abbe’s 
habit. He was dispensed from his vows, 
however, some years since, and is now a 
happy husband and father. His wife is 
the daughter of the late Professor Zim- 
mermann, pianist and professor at the 
Conservatory, who was also of German 
descent. 
Charles Francois Gounod was born in 
Paris on the 17th of June, ISIS. He 
studied counterpoint in the Conservatory 
there with Halevy, and took lessons in 
execution of Lesueur and Ferdinand 
Paes. In the year 1839, he won the 
first premium for composition given at 
the Conservatory, re- 
paired to Rome, where, in accordance 
with the regulations of the “ grand pric 
de Rome; he remained for several years 
as stipendiary of the Government. 
During his residence in Rome he con- 
fined his studies almost entirely to sacred 
music. 
some months in Vienna, and while ther 
produced a yocal mass and a requiem. 
‘Upon his return to Paris, Gounod as- 
sumed the direction of the music in the 
Church of the Missions Etrangeres, and 
showed a marked leaning toward a 
religious life. Until the year 1815, a 
profound silence as to Gounod and his 
works reigned in the musical world, the 
only allusions to him being contained in 
a few musical journals which published 
an announcement that he had taken holy 
orders. There appeared, however, a 
musical sketch in the London Athenaum 
(written by M. Louis Viardot, the hus- 
band of the famous prima donna,) prais- 
ing some of (iounod’s compositions, 
which had been produced in London, 
with unusual warmth, and prophesying 
for him a brilliant future. The article 


was represented. Although a fine and 


_ original talent was universally recognized 


in this opera (the principal role of which 
was sung by Madam Viardot (rarcia,) 
it had only a limited and brief success. 
People found fault with the length of 


the recitative, the attempt at novelty in 
the musical forms, and the ignorance of 
stage effect. Half of she failure of this 
opers, however, was unanimously at- 
tributed to the libretto. which was the 
work of Kmile Augier. 

Gounod’s “Sappho,” interesting in 
itself, acquired a yet higher interest 
when compared with. the ‘“Saffo” of 
Pacinei, that once famous, and, in most 
Italian theaters, still favorite opera. In 
unity of conception, as well as in the 
broad and clear movement of its second 
finale, the Italian “ Saffo”’ is superior to 
the French, quite apart from the mere 
conventional advantage which the clearly 
established traditional technique of the 


Italian opera style has, as compared 
with the more subjective and experi- 
mental style of the young Frenchman.

But how far superior is Gounod’s opera 
to Pacinis, in -soul and in delicacy of 
imagined and finely expressed is every- 
thing in his “Sappho!”

London, Milan, and Vienna; and sub- 
sequently made the round of all the 
German theaters. The great interest 
with which this opera was expected:in 
all quarters, and the success which it has 
achieved, will justify usin a somewhat 
lengthy disquisition upon its merits aud 
demerits. | 


[t is but natural that the composer of 


the “ Liebes Duet” in “ Faust,’’ should 


have been strongly tempted by Shake- 
speare’s tragedy of ‘Romeo and 
Juliette,” which was ‘written py love 
itself.’’ Gounod does not need to plead 
for the musival adaptability of his 
drama. The history of music does that 
for him, for we. find half a dozehi 
“Romeo” operas mentioned in it. The 
first of these, Benda's opera of ‘ Romeo 
and Juliette,” in three acts, was a fav- 
orite with the Germans nearly a century 
ago, and was -ranked by Forkel high 
above Gluck’s operas. Then there is 
another ‘‘ Romeo,’ composed by Zin- 
garelli, in 1796, another by Vaceai, in 
1826, and a fourth by Bellini, in 1830. 
The existence of these operas rests 
entirely upon two or three sweet 
melodies ; and their success, upon the 
skill of the most famous Italian siuvers.: 
Shakespeare's tragedy was simply. 
framework, upon which these composers 
hung their arias, trills, and difficult 
passages ; and in thinking of them we 
must bear in mind that Zingarelli, Vaceai 
and Bellini wrote the rule of Romeo for 
a soprano voice. No one will deny that 
Gounod’s conception is far higher aud 
more profoundly earnest. Naturally 
enough, he is accused in (iermany ot a 


Glycere; the French poet gives the 
victory to genius and to renown; for 
Sappho’s sake Phaon puts aside his love 


The last scene, where Sappho dies, is of 
creat poetical beauty in Gounod’s opera. 
The profound yet gentle earnestness 
which breathes through it is infinitely 
finer than the trivial bravura in which 
Pacini’s Saffo coquettes with death. 

The next composition in which 
(;ounod appeared before the public, was 
the chorus of ‘ Ulysse,” a tiresome 
tragedy by Ponsard, which was given in

this chorus the composer endeavored, as 
faras possible, to preserve the antique 
character of the music,and by this means, 


and great and original beauty. Un- 
fortunately, the tragedy itself lacked the 
element of immortality, and, therefore. 
has dragged the music with it into ob- 
livion. ‘The chorus of ‘“ Ulysse,” how-

In 1854, Gounod produced a long, five 
act opera, entitled La Nonne Sang- 
lante,”’ which speedily vanished from 
the stage, L cannot speak of this opera 
from personal=observation ; indeed, its 
frightful title always prejudiced me 
against it. -Fetis praises a duo in the 
first act, almost the whole of the second 
act, and an ariaand a duet in the third 
act, as compositions of remarkable 
beauty. Thestrides which the composer 
had made inthe management of musical 
formulas and in technique generally, he 
declares to be undeniable, but adds that, 
from the middle of the third act, his 
creative power grows gradually weaker. 
The libretto was again the cause, ina 
great measure, of the failure of the 
Gounod took the 
material for his next opera from Moliere’s 
comedy of **Le Medecin malgre lui,” 


‘a, nevertheless, congenial to Gounod’s 
peculiar talent. This opera has very 
little comic power, but some very charm- 
ing movements. It was given for the 
first time in the year 1898, in the Thea. 
ter Lyrique, and in the past summer was 
reproduced with great success. 

On the 19th of March, 1859, a day 
never to be forgotten in Gounod’s artist 
life “Faust” was givenfor the first time 
The 
high rank which this: opera at once took 
in Paris, and still maintains, soon 
extended its fame throughout the whole 
musical world of Europe. Darmstadt 
was the first Germancity which ventured 
to produce the novelty. The experi- 
ment succeeded admirably; but as one 
(verman theater after another showed 
signs of following the example given at. 
Darmstadt so much the more vehemently 
did a passionate Teutonic opposition 
elevate itself against it. The new opera 
was positively pronounced. to be a 
libellous parody of Goathe’s ‘“ Faust,” 
the performance of which on the Ger- 
man stage merited punishment, as a kind 
of musical high treason. But the Ger- 
man people did not sustain their critics ; 
yreatly to their disgust, they listened to 
* Faust” with delight. 

If Germans wish to suppress Gounod’s 
operas, they must remember that they, 
can only do it by themselves composing 
better operas. Unrivalled, we may al- 
most say unequalled in symphonies, in 
chamber and in piano music, the Ger- 
mans have fora long time shared the. 
fate of the Indians in regard to operas, 
and, like them, suffer from a famine 
which we can only hope will not last 
long. | 

After the great success of “ Faust,” 
fortune again turned her back upon Gou- 
nod. None of the operas which he pro- 
duced between * Faust’ and “ Romeo” 


abroad. The firstof these was an opera 


which appeared in the year 1860, in the 
Theater Lyrique. Various graceful 
details were: admired in this; but the 
music was built upon sand, upon a story 
without dramatic life and interest, and 
the excellent old couple speedily van- 
ished from the stage. Then followed a 
yreater production, this time not for the 
modest Theater Lyrique, but for the 
grand opera—the *‘Queen of Sheba.” 
The first representation of this opera 
was given in Paris, on the 28th of 
February, 1862, and later,in Darm- 
stadt also, under the personal direction 
of the composer. Unfortunately, we 
are again obliged to find fault with the 
libretto, by (MM. Carre, and Barbier.) 
The authors have depended too much 
upon splendor of decoration and un- 
heard-of scenic effects, and have given 
too little attention to the dramatic in- 
terest of the story. 

Gounod’s next opera “ Mireille’ suc- 
ceeded better, though it was far from 
meeting with as brilliant a reception as 
‘“ Faust.”’ This opera was given for the 
first time jn the Theater Lyrique, on the 
19th of March, 1864, and had a tolera- 
bly long run. 

Gounod’s xt last opera, 
“Romeo and Juliette,’’ is by far the best 
and most succéssful that he has pro- 
duced since ‘“ Faust.” “Romeo and

poetical crimen las majestatis, and of a 
profanation of Shakespeare’s works, as 
before of Goethe's. In all ages the 
dramas of great poets, liowever, have 
been universally recognized as fit 
material for composers, and we can only 
with justice use the term profanation, 
when we see classical tragedies as 
thoughtlessly and frivolously treated as 
Schiller’s have been by Verdi. It is 
trivial music only which profanes. Nor 
do I know of a single instance in which 
either a good or bad opera has disgusted 
readers with its ‘classical orivinal, or 
driven it from the stage. -It is certainly 
to be desired that librettoists should be 
possessed of finer poetic fancy and some 
creative power; but in this regard we 
must, it appears, content ourselves with 
some literary skill and a certain amount 
of facility. Of all Gounod’s operas, the 
two which have been founded upon clas- 
sical models have had the greatest suc- 
cess. The others, for which original 
librettos have been composed, have fallen 
into oblivion, in a great degree on ac- 
count of the poor quality of the libret- 
tos. We must at least praise MM. Bar- 
bier and Carre for skill and considerable 
literary ability in the arrangement of 
“Romeo.” They follow the original as 
closely as possible. The only excep- 
tions worthy of note are in the case of 
the Page and the celebration of Juliette’s 
wedding with Paris in the fourth act. 
The finale, too, is different: Gounod’s 
Juliette finds Romeo still living when 
she awakes, while in the original, as is 
well known, he lies dead beside her bier. 
The poet secures by this ending a deep 
and tender impression, but in the ‘opera 
this could not be. Without a final duet 
between Romeo and Juliette no opera of 
this kind canexist. Whata well-spring 
of musical suggestiveness exists in the 
Shakespearian drama can scarcely be 
estimated. Shakespeare's Romeo and 
Juliette is, in itself. a mighty duet. In 
the opera, which necessarily develops the 
lyrical element still more, all the light 
falls upon the two lovers, and leaves the 
other personages in deep shadow. 

“ Romeo” had along run in Vienna, 
and is still played with great success, 
although it is evident that the public is 
by no means so powertully moved by this 
musicas by Gounod’s * Faust.’ Had 
“Romeo” as effective contrasts to the 
tender scenes a8 many powerful and 
passionate ones, the arrangement of the 
opera would be beyond question. The 
single scene of this kind, where both 
anger and the wildest passion use the 
entire power of both chorus and orches- 
tra, is the duet scene inthe third act. 
The tempest, however, lasts too short a 
time to succeed in cooling the heavy 
atmosphere. The ballin the first, aud 
the wedding in the fourth act, are not 
made of sufficient .importance; but 
everything is exhausted upon these two 
scenes, which, in (rounod’s score, called 
fora greater display of richness and 
energy of material. Finally, there are 
so many and so frequently recurring 
slow movements in the opera, @ vigorous 
handling of the orchestra is so rare, 
that the voice of the auditor must 
necessarily declare itself against the 


lengthy conclusion of the opera. 
‘“ Romeo” succeeds rather through a 
few isolated and beautiful movements 


than through the effect of the whole. 
Delicate and original thoughts and tine 
traits of character are to be met with in 
abundance, but, as a whole “ Roméo and 
Juliette’ is wearisome. 

The next opera which we are to ex- 
pect from Gounod, and upon which he 
is already at work, is “Francesca di 
Rimini,” the libretto of which has been 
arranged by J. Barbier, aud M. Carre, 
from Dante's “ Divina Comedia.” This 
opera will be given in the course of the 
next two years,in the grand opera at Paris. 
The first foreign representation will be 
given in the Royal Opera House in 
Vienna, and Fraulein Ehnon has been 
assigned the role of Francesca. 


GOxyhydrogen Light, 


The experiments commenced last year 
on the Place de 1l’Hotel de Ville, in 
Paris, on the oxyhydrogen light, are 
about to be continued by order of the 
Emperor, in the court of the Tuilleries. 
The magnesia cylinders haying been 
found to corrode and waste away too 
rapidly for the purpose of a continuous 
light, an artillery officer, M. Caron, after 
experimenting witl a variety of sub- 
stances, has adopted zircon, a substance 
which Berzelius pointed out as infusible, 
and giving forth a very brilliant light 
under the blowpipe. It is said that M. 
Caron has had a cylinder of this sub- 
stance in use with the oxyhydrogen 
light for a month, without the slightest 
trace of volatilization. The luminous 
power of zircon, under the oxyhydro- 
gen jet, is about one-fifth more than 
that of magnesia. The zircon employed 
is an oxide of zirconium; it is found 

rincipally near Miask, at the foot of the 

‘ral Mountains; M. Caron economizes 
the zircon by mounting a point of it on 
a small stick of magnesia or fire-clay, 
the zircon being made to adhere by com- 
pression and afterwards baking.—Jour- 
nal of Society of Arts.

THE BERMUDA ISLANDS. 


| Their Character and Climate. 


So near to the States, it is singular 
that our people kuow so little of the 
Bermuda Islands, 
them is given by a correspondent of the 
Albany Evening Journal, who says that 
the Bermudas are often likened in form 
to a shepherd’s crook ; St. David's Is- 
land at the southeastern extremity, two 
and a half miles in length, forming, with 


Island, three and a half miles in length, 
the handle; Hamilton, or Bermuda -Is- 
land, sixteen miles long, the stalk ; Som- 
erset, two and a half miles long, the 
neck ; and Boag and Irelard’s Islands, 
together two miles long, the point or 
blade. 

A line drawn from the extreme point 
of St. David's Island, through the wind- 
ing length of the others, to the extreme 
point of Lreland’s Island, would not ex- 
ceed thirty miles in length, while one 
drawn as the bee flies, from one end of 
the Bermudas to the other, would not 
equal twenty miles. And yet within 
this outer leagth of twenty miles, and 
within a width in the widest spot of less 
than ‘six miles, lie crowded together 
more than four hundred separate islands. 
The islands just mentioned, the princi- 
pal islands of the Bermuda group, are 
ull separated by but narrow channels of 
water. Indeed, in two cases are the is- 
lunds united by little bridges, scarce 
twenty feet in length, and short fer- 
riages connect with these islands the 
others. The remaining four hundred 
and odd islets are dropped in here and 
there und everywhere, within and be- 
tween these-islands, in the harbors, in. 
the inlets and through:the channels, 
anywhere where room can be found for 
distinct island formations—no matter 
what the size, so that they be only sepa-

The Bermudians, in speaking of their 
numerous little islands, gay pleasantly, 
that they have one for each day in the 
year, and spare ones for Sundays and 
holidays., 

The short lines of the islands are ex- 
ceedingly irregular and uneven; but 


everywhere are they clear and distinct, | 


and the contrast always sharp between 
coral edge and clear blue, or bright 
green water. Hamilton or Bermuda 
Island, the largest of the group. is a fair 
example of this irregularity of outline. | 
At its widest point it is about two and a | 
half miles wide, but at its narrowest not | 
more than one-sixteenth of a mile, and 
its average width, in its length of six- 
teen miles, is about one mile. 

The surface of the Bermudas is almost , 
us uneven as is the shore-line irregular, 
but not nearly so abrupt in its varia- 
tions. 

Indeed, with the singular exception of 
“St. David’s Head,” which rises from 
the sea, bold and bleak, and wild enough, 
all of the innumerable surface modula- 
tions and variations. are gentle, and soft 
and mild. Are, as it were, in full and 
appropriate keeping with the luxurious 
softness of the air and climate; 
with the luseious richness .of  trop- 
ic fruit, and flower and shade; with 
that something which any one who has 
ever breathed in for the few spring 


service. 


months the air of a Southern clime will 
so well remember—that something, so 
voluptuous as to make the mere act of 
living a delight, and to render intelligible 
the poet's meaning, when he spoke of 
the ‘“eestacy of life.” The islands are 
all very hilly, presenting a constant suc- 
cession of irregular though -prettily 
shaped and well rounded hills, varying 
in hight from twenty-five to two hun- 
dred and fifty feet, aud having no level 
plains—none even large enough for a 
‘level’ kitchen garden. The general 
appearance of the land-surface is as 
though it had been moulded by the 
water, as though huge waves had thrown 
up here a hill and there another, as 
though here the meeting of one wave 
with another had changed its course and 
thrown up an irregular, counter-running 
hill; and in still another place, a num- 
ber of waves meeting in one high leap, 
had formed an independent mound or 
cone ; or rather, it looks as though the 
huge waves that remained after a storm, 
when a changed wind had altered in some 
degree and made irregular. their course, 
had suddenly, by ‘“ Almighty Power” 
been stilled and made land.”’ 

It is the belief of many that these nu- 
merous islands formed once but one, and 
that in the process of time, the encroach- 
ments of the sea have made of one, the 
many ; that what is now land is but the 


basis, which is indicated by the innu- 
merable shoals and minor islands. 

Certain it is that the islands are con- 
stantly changing in form; that in cer- 
tain spots naught is now to be seen but 
the gloriously blue water, where, within 
the memory of man, were fertile lands ; 
and that in other places is now dry land | 
where a few years ago was water. 

Not mdny years ago, the Bermndas 
were visited for several months, by ex- 
traordinarily high tides, which flooded, 
with each recurring tide, portions of the 
island to a depth of many feet, killing 
the vegetation, groves of trees, etc.; and 
it was very generally thought that the 
islands were sinking, and many of the 
people left the islands, preferring to 
trust to smaller, though more buoyant 
floats,” showing thereby their want of 
faith in the stability of their «‘ Vater- 
land.” 

The coral insect, to whose ceaseless 
labors is ascribed the creation of these 
islands, is still as busily at work on all 
the now existing shores and reefs as 
ever, and also in the mid-harbors and 
mid-channels. It is said that in such 
harbors and channels as are being con- 
stautly used, they are doing no damage, 
perhaps because the vessels keep break- 
ing off their unfinished buildings. 

It is, however, sure that many of the 
harbors and little coves and channels, 
where, not many years ago, vessels of 
good size eould pass, are now so blocked 
up, that where passage is possible at all, 
it is only at great risk. Castle Harbor, 
which a few years ago was one of the 
most frequented harbors for storm-driven 
and distressed vessels, is now so much 
grown up, that it is entered scarce at 
all, and only by quite small vessels.

Fort Smith surprised me not a little. 
I had expected to see a large military 
establishment, garrisoned with soldiers, 
aud trowning with fortifications, on this 
remote frontier. | saw nothing of either, 
except a few carthworks which had 
been thrown up during*the late war. I 
saw, on the contrary, a beautiful town of 
five thousand inhabitants, regularly laid 
off, and a number of elegant mansions. 
It is eligibly located on the summit 
level of a commanding region of open 
country, surrounded with picturesque 
mountain scenery. It is a trading post 
to an extensive tract, and a center of 
perpetual travel. In the progress of 
eveuts it may become a magnilicent city, 
and will,-if the Indian Nation be ever 
absorbed by the population of the United 
States: which [ think, net a distant pro- 
bability.. I was pained to learn that our 
church, in the place, had suffered a sad 
disaster during the year, by the defection 
of a preacher by the name of Hammett, 
who had carried with him into the 
Northern Methodist Church, a large 
number of our members. With a good 
hcuse of worship, we had no regular 
A few of our people retained 
their fidelity, and others had betaken 
themselves to the Episcopal Church. 
Whether we will ever be indemnified for 
this piece of clerical treason, is a serious 
question. The Noman Catholics are 
displaying their usual foresight in this 
romantic town. They have purchased, 
ata nominal rate, the most desirable 
location in it, with extensive grounds, 
sufficient for all their institutions, upon 
which they have erected an imposing 
college edifice, and are firmly establish- 
ing themselves. The skill and sagacity 
with which they are laying their plans 
for the future, are perfectly marvelous. 


'They evince an energy ami a vitality 


that ought to be a lesson and a warning 
to Protestant denominations. Methodism 
is wofully derelict in that policy which 
lays deep and wide its. foundations for 
coming generations. Roman Catholic- 
ism ison the alert everywhere, keeping 
in the van of civilization, and fortifying 
iteelf with patient industry, on the 
highways of history. 

My afternoon ride with my accom- 
plished companions, brought me to the 
first actual terminus of my continuous 
trip from Little Rock. The sun was set- 
ting. They, bade me adieu. I had 


cleared the United States. I was alone} 


in the Indian Territory, and at the house 
of a man who had married an Indian 
wife. They where absent. I was the 
guest of their children. Imagine my 
reflections, at a distance of two thousand 
miles from home, in a solitude sparsely 
occupied by an aboriginal race, under 
the humble roof of an _ Indianized 
brother, whose absence left me, in my 
weary and worn condition, to the atten 
tion of children. It was not his fault, 
for he did not éxpect me that night. 1 
am happy to say that the good hand of 
(iod provided for me in my novel situa- 
tion. The shades of night never fell 
with a sweeter serenity over me. My 
simple fare was invigorating, my sleep 
was refreshing, and my first Indian 
Sabbath broke with emotions of strange 
satisfaction. 


The History of Pews. 


In Anglo-Saxon and some of the Nor- 
man churches of early date, a stone 
bench projected within the walls, run- 
ning around the whole interior except 
the east. ae 

In 1319 the people are represented as 
sitting on the groundor standing. About 
this time people introduced low, three- 
legged stools promiscuously over the 
church. Wooden seats were introduced 
soon after the Norman conquest. - 

In 1387 a decree was issued in regard to 
the wrangling for seats, so common that 
none should eall any seat in church his 
‘own, except noblemen and patrons, each 
entering and holding the one he first 
found. 

As we approach the Keformation, 
from 1530 to 1540, seats were more ap- 
propriated, the entrance being guarded 
by cross-bars, and the initial letter en- 
graved on them. 

Immediately after the Reformation 
the pew system prevailed, and as. we 
learn from a complaint the poor com- 
moners made to Henry VIII., in 1546, 
in reference to his decree that the Bible 
should be in every church, at- liberty 
for all to read, because they feared it 
might be takeninto the ‘ quire’ or 
‘pure. 

In 1608 galleries were introduced. 

As early as 1614 pews were arranged, 
to afford comfort, by being baized or 
cushioned, while the sides around were 
so high as to hide those within; a device 
of the Puritans to avoid being seen by 
the officers who reported those who did 
not stand when the name of Jesus was 
mentioned. The services were. often 
greatly protracted, so that many would 
fall asleep. With the reign of Charles 
II., the reason for the heightening of 
the sides of the pews disappeared.

It is better to sleep on the right side, 
for then the stomach is very much in the 
position of a bottle turned upside down, 
and the contents of it are aided in pass- 
ing out by gravitation. If one goes to 
sleep on the left side the operation of 
emptying the stomach of its contents is 
more like drawing water from a well. 
After going to sleep, let the body take 
its Own position. Tf you sleep on your 
back, especially soon after a hearty meal, 
the weight of the digestive organs and 
that of the food, resting on the great 
vein of the body, near the backbone, 
compresses it, and arrests the flow of 
the blood more or less. If the arrest is 
partial, the sleep is disturbed, and there 
areunpleasantdreams. If the meal has 
been recent. and hearty. the arrest is 
more decided; and the various sensa- 
tions—such as falling ever a_ precipice, 
or the pursuit of a wild beast, or other 
impending danger, and the desperate 
effort to get rid of it—arouse us, and 
send on the stagnating blood; and we 
wake in a fright, or trembling, or in 
perspiration, -or feeling exhaustion ac- 
cording to the degree of stagnation, and 
the lenghth and strength of the efforts 
imade to overcome the danger. But 
when we are unable to escape the danger

Those who 
apply must be at least seventeen years 
old and not over twenty-four, and they 
must also bring a satisfactory reference. 
Pupils absent more than three times 
without leave from the manager will for- 
feit their positions in the school. The 
school hours each day will be from 6:30 
a.m. to 3:30 p.m., and no girl will be ad- 
mitted who is not willing to accept a 
situation outside of the city when of- 
fered. No entrance fee will be required 
from the pupil, and the.instruetion will 
be entirely gratuitous. Visitors to the 
pupils will only be admitted by card oa 
Fridays. Yesterday. the class was full 
and a very praiseworthy spirit was ob- 
servable among the pupils, none of 
whom had ever before learned the art of 
telegraphing. The business is a light 
and profitable one, as girls, when prop- 
erly instructed, can earn weekly salaries 
of twenty to forty dollars a week as op- 
erators.

Chine-+e Jews, 

From the N. Y. Evening Mall of the Ts 

The Rev. W. A, P. Martin, D. p. 
Professor of: the Imperial College at 
Pekin, last evening gave a description, 
before the American Geographical and 
Statistical Society, at their rooms in the’ 
Cooper Institute, of his recent visit to 
an ancient Jewish colony in the province 
of Honan, in China, and also to the tomb 
Jewish colony had 
migrated to China from India between 
1600 and 2000 yearsago. When Dr 
Martin first reached ong Kong he 
found the director of the chief hospital 
there to be a man of the“Israelitish faith, 
and he urged him to place himself in 
communication with this colony. The™ 


director replied that it was impossible to 


do 50, on account of the great distance 
intervening and the absolute absence of 
any means of communication. Dr. Mar- 
tin, however, succeeded in making a 
journey to the place, but at first it was 
impossible to discover any trace of the 
ancient Hebrew residents of the colony 
among the Chinese who now inhabited 
the place. By diligent inquiry, Dr. 
Martin at last found several young men 
who acknowledged themselves to the 
descendants of the original Jewish fam- 
ilies. Their last Rabbi had died some 
twelve years before Dr. Martin's visit, 
and with him had perished the knowl- 
edge of their native tongue. Their tem- 
ple had fallen into ruin, and there were 
none to rebuildit. They still preserved ~ 
a few books of their faith, but no one 
could read them, and the few remaining 
members of the colony were almost en- 
tirely assimilated to the native popula- 
tion which surrounded them. Dr. Mar- 
tin described the tomb of Confucius, 
which is situated in the province of 
Shan-Tung, and is still regarded with the 
utmost reverence by the entire Chinese 
people. He described the three forms 
of religion between which the people are 


divided, or rather which are combined to - 


form the faith of the Chinese people— 
Buddhism, Confuciusism and Tanism— 
all of which have their distinct places of 
worship and officiating priests; but 
which the com:non people almost univer- 
sally combine in their creeds and prac- 
tice. The lecture was listened to by a 
large audience, who appeared deeply in- 
terested. 


' Drawing for Mechanics. 


The time when the art of drawing was 
considered merely as a polite accom- 
plishment has passed away. It has be- 
come of great practical value. Where 
writing of the utmost precision and am- 
plitude fails to convey adequate concep- 
tions, a few significant lines of the pencil 
vividly present them to the mind's eye. 
No possible description of a mathemati- 
cal figure can convey its image to the 
miod as plainly as a diagram. France 
has been foremost in promoting this art 
among her people. Paris has now 10,000 
scholars in drawing, and in 1867 more 
than $60,000 were expended by that 
city for the teaching of drawing alone. 
In England, art has not flourished in 
proportion with other things; its ideas 
have not made progress in the masses of 
the people, and the effect has been man- 
ifest in the inferiority of maay—of her 
products of art, and the diminution of 
the sale. But at length she has become 
fully alive to this fact, and vigorous 


efforts have of late years been made in 


Great Britain to promote the intellectual 
culture of her workmen and the special 
teaching of drawing in her schools, In 
South Kensington, London, a sort of 
metropolis of art, including both’ a 
school. and museum, been 
founded, from which now branch 
a hundred and fifty schools, de- 
pending on twenty superior establish- 
ments in direct communication with the 
original one. Birmingham has over one 
thousand scholars, receiving special in- - 
struction in drawing; Bristol, three 
hundred ; Dublin, five hundred ; Liver- 
pool, a thousand, and London three 
thousand. -An annual sum is appropri- 
ated by Parliament for bringing to per- 
fection art studies, and especially draw- 
ing and modeling for manufactures. In ~ 
the schools for poor children, in the 
evening schools for artisans, in special 
and in normal schools, the art of draw- 


ing is taught gratuitously, good models 


are secured and premiums, diplomas and | 
medals are awarded to all who attain 
meritorious distinction at yearly exami- 
nations. Women are not excluded from 
competition in any of these schools. In 
the examination for 1867 there were si 
hundred drawings or paintings and one 
hundred model sketches. The manu- 
factured products exhibited with the 
designs from which they were modeled, 
consisting of carpets, wall paper, jew- 
elry, ete., show the favorable influence 
of these schools upon the industrial 
works of the country. 

This whole subject, vitally connected 
as itis with the progress of manufac- 
turers and mechanics, is one deserving of 
far more attention than it has yet re- 
ceived. We have in our own country 
some excellent institutions for this prae- 
tical art, among which none rank higher 
than the Schoo! of Design for Women in 
Philadelphia. Drawing furnishes an op- 
portunity for the employment of women, 
that leads to an almost unlimited variety 
of useful and, remunerative operations. 
But it should be made an essential 
branch of education in our common 
schools. The boy whose entire school 
education is finished in the grammar 
school should be taught the elements of 
this art, so indispensable to the complete 
mechanic of the present day. We do 
not mean that any attempt should be 
made to turn the grammar shool boys 


into artists in the ordinary acceptation - 


of that term, but they should be well 
grounded in the principles and practice 
of mechanical and architectural draw- 


ing. It is from these boys that we are 


to recruit the coming generation of in- 
telligent artisans, mechanics and manu- 
facturers, and it is far more important 
to their future, as well as that of the 
community at Jarge, that they should be 
well informed on those subjects of use to 
them in after life, than that they shall 
be able to pass a creditable examination 
in grammar, history, the Constitution 
and geography, desirable as the latter 
may be.— Philadelphia Ledger. 


The Samoan Isles Redeemed. 


For over thirty years missionaries of. 
the Loudon Society have labored in the 
Samoan Islands in the South Pacific ; 
apd now heathenism has been abolished, 
and the whole nation professes Chris- 
tianity. The whole Bible has been 
translated into their leagues’, and a 
third or more of the population can 
read. There are about five thousand 
members of the church, and four thou- 
sand candidates.

PHIS. 

If our people desire to make Memphis 
a truly great city, it is time they begin 
to localize. Wemean by this that Mem- 
phis wust individualize. The effort 
must be to develop her own enter- 
prises. Her mechenics must strive in 


‘their respective branches. after the high- 


est excellence, and apply themselves to 
the difficuit task of supplying the best 
Her mer- 
chants must aim at the highest commer- 


cial intelligence, enterprise and integrity. 


Her works of public improvement must 


be prudently, but perseveringly and suc- 


cessfully managed. All must earnestly 
work to satisfy the country we are Ly 
nature designed to control and serve; 


that in Memphis the best of everything 


may be obtained at the cheapest price. 
When this is done trade will flow in 
apace on us, and our physical, ™aterial 
development will then really commence. 
Then our greatness and growth will be- 
come permanent. We will cease to be 
merely a vapid aggregation of inhabi- 
tants and houses, dependent on the fluc. 
tuations of the markets and banks of 
New York, or of any other place. We 
will have-gathered witbin ourselves our 
own resources, which will sustain us in 
the day of trial. These views 
we have. constantly urged on behalf of 
the merely material forces, that are to 
work out our future prosperity and great- 
ness asacity. But it is time to remind 
our people that to accomplish all the suc- 
cess, which is our due, there must be an 
appropriate impetus given to what may 
be called the intellectual and artistic ele- 
ments of society. These must be legiti- 
mately fostered and encouraged. The 
firat evidence of a settled and determin- 
ate commercial center, is the encourage- 
ment given to excellence in the learned 


professions and in the role of the fine 


arte. The character of a people cr com- 
munity is largely determined by this 


standard. The individual reared amid. 


the extremes of civilization, who looks 
fora new home where he may improve 
his fortunes, is, nine times out of ten, 
controlled in the selection of his 
‘point’? by the degree of refinement 
which he may fiod to exist in any given 
community or city. This degree of re- 
finement must necessarily be fixed toa 
large extent by the reputation and real 
merit of those who belong to the learned 
professions or tlie artistic circles. Merit 
in these pursuits, as in all others, de- 
pend on the fame and profit accorded 
by a liberal patronage. .There are 
few educated emigrants who would 
seek a new home in a city that could not 
boastof first class talent at the bar; that 
could not point to its eminent and 
competent physicians and rurgeons, 
strong writers, and 
its accomplished musicians and 
painters. As well would the intelligent 
immigrant (and these wé must have) be 
content to locate where mechanical in- 
dustry wasso nude as ecarcely to bé 
able to furnish the most ordinary con- 
venience of life. Man is not altogether 
pbysical and material. He ie also spir- 
itual in his nature, requiring bis mind 
and heart to be ministerial too. 

Thus it will be seen that we place the 
encouragement and fostering of the 
learned professions.and the art circles on 
the broad and practical plane of profit 
and progress to our city and people. We 
can never rise above the dimensions of 
alarge ‘river town’’ untila distinct 
character is acquired for excellence in 
all things that require inteliect, whether 
in mechanical skill, in art,or the learned 
professions. This is illustrated by the 
cities of the New as well as of the Old 
World. What would New York be 
without her magnificent lawyers; 
without editors, gifted artists, 
accomplished phyzicians? These give 
to the Manhattan Metropolis an in- 
dividuality and attractiveness, that con- 


stitute at least half her thrift and great, 


To-day we have seen proper to do tardy 
justice to the bar of Memphis. The press 
and people of Memphis seem not as yet 
to have fully appreciated the great supe- 
riority and force of our lawyers. We do

tics {ban the hunt after cheap lawyers. 
They ate geverally incapable, and the 
rule wii! Lold good, that the mistakes of 
an incompetent lawyer ultimately in- 
creases costa and fees. Indeed one iguc- 
rant attorney will commit enough of 
blunders to finish sooner or later for a 
cood lawyer the fattest fees. We heard 
an eminent counsel esy the otber day 
that the most prcfitable cases he ever 
‘ad were those that resulted frcm the 
mistakes of ignorsnt attorneys. It is 
always in the end the cheapest, and cer- 
tainly the safest to employ the best legal 
talent attainable. We bave known 
within the last three weeks cne jury 
hung, and another to render its verlict, 
against the instructions of the Court, 
manifestly preeseed to this result ky the 
skill of counsel. In these instances pro- 
fessional ability certainly paid the client. 
If we want great men at the bar, we 
must encourage (hem by a proper appre- 
ciation and due patronage. 

This theme, however, presents itself 
in a more vital respect, in view 
of at least thea _ possibilities, if 
not the strong probabilities, of our 
political future. Taat we are really 
a Republic now, few intelligent 
persons will say, though all the external 
forms still remain. What we may be- 
come is yet a matter of speculation. A 
decided and material change has been 
worked in our political system. All of 
the least discernment will admit this. 
We may become an Empire. We can 
seecarcely remsin a Democratic Repub- 
lic. Many have lost faith in Republican 
forms, and are ready to subscribe to the 
philosophy of the poet who wrote : 


“ About forms of government let fools contest 
That which is best administered is be:t.” 


It will be seen, however, that the poet 
accords with the experience of mankind. 
Whatever be the outward shape of the 


political structure, it is essential 
to the happiness and _ prosperity 
of the country, that the law 


qouching individual rights, either of 
property gr person, be administered im- 
partially and intelligently. How can 
this be accomplished without learned 
advocates and competent judges? How 
can’ these be obtained unless the highest 
talent be fostered at the bar’ It is well 
authenticated that for three. centuries 
the Byzantine Empire maintained its 
power, influence and Civilization, de- 
spite despotic political forms, by the free- 
Pdom of its ccurts, the ability of ite 
lawyers and the integrity of its judges. 
The Prees may be muzzled ; but the last 
act of arbitrary power, never ventured 
on without certain overthrow, is to 
silence the tengue of the advocate. 
Then under the uncertainties of the 
present hour, as to our politica! future, it 
is of the last importance, that great and 
good lawyers, shall more than ever be | 
encouraged, fostered and magnified. We 
have, since the conclusion of the war, 
been more indebted to the skill, learning 
and courege of cur lawyers for the 
vindication and protection cf the 
righis of persons and property, 
against usurpation and tyranny, than to 
any otberagency. So potent has it been 
that our tyrants have time and again 
sought to evade the exposition of the 
courageous advocate, unwilling, appa- 
rently, to trust their own consciences 
when front to front and face to faces with 
the scorching and pungent logic of the 
bar. More than ever before in the his- 
tory of our people, the lawyer is the 
watch-dog of the liberties of the citizan. 
In the bar of Memphis we have re- 
sources of political etrength which we 
ought not to fail to estimate at their full 
value.

The Railroad mania bas seizad 
Covington, and it is no longer possible

either of the scheme or its prejectora, so 
close is the union of hearts and hands 
for the measure, facts manifested by the 
subscription of two 
hundred thousand dollars to the road. 
Under this stimulus one already hears 
of enterprises the usual accompaniments 
The utilization of the mil- 
lions of*broad acres now lying idle in 
Tipton county awaitisg the labor of 
brawpy mouscied immigrants, and the 
vas’ forests of cypress, red and white 
oak, yellow poplar, ash, gum and hick- 
ory. A very garden spot as to soil, it in- 
vites ard will be one day shortly the seat 
of a large population, and, perhaps, as 
noted for its manufacturing as its agri- 
cultural wealth.

FROM WASHINGTON. 


COVINGTON, TIPTON COUNTY, TENN., More Proscription’M casares -Wilson 


and the Senate -Sudden Discoveries— 
Grant's Policy to bein Accord with the 
Radical Party—Mungry 0ffice-Seckers, 


WASHINGTON, February 24, 1800. 

People breathe. freer since it is now 
impossible for this Congress to pass any 
more Jaws without the concurrence cf 
the Executive. In the next Congress 
the country will be sefer from tyranni- 
cal legislation. lt is even thought that 
Gan. Grant will interpose objections to 
further proscriptive measures. No bik 


can be passed over /is veto! 

There could be no more humilatirg 
position for any public body to be placed 
inthan that assigued to the Senate of 
the United States by Mr. Wilson, of 
Massachusetts, in caucus & day or two 
ego. In giving reasons for his motion 
to postpone the -Tenure-of-Office bill till 
after the 4th of March, he expressed the 
fear of a scathing rebuke from the pres- 
ent Executive in the following self-con- 
demning terms: | 

Let them repeal or modify the law 
now, and it would present an opportu: 
nity which he was strenuously opposed 
to, affording to Andrew Johnson a 
means to lecture them on their incon- 
sistency, and give them a rasping down 
none of them might desire to hear.’’ 

It bas also been suddenly discovered 
by Mr. Sherman, of Ohio, Mr, Fessen- 
den, of Maine, and Mr. Morton, of Ia- 
diania, that the law was of most diaboli- 
cal operation. Ali these gentlemen, it 
will be remembered, vehemently sup- 
ported its passage. The last named 
gentleman freely admitted the source of 
theexisting corruption of Radical officials 
in the following distinct avowal : 

‘‘In references tothe Tenure-of-Office 
act itself he believed it had never been 
productive of any good, either for the 
party or the country. He was unable to 
see thatit purified the public depart- 
ments of corrupt ‘and inefficient office- 
holders.”’ 

Mr. Fessenden is reported to have 
gone still further iu these stultifying 
admissions. He tacitly owned that the 
Executive bad been eborn of his consti- 
tutional power in this rerpect hecause he 
did not agree with Congress and refused 
toenforce with the required zeal their 
oppressive and iliegal acts. Hear him: 

‘Ha said the Tenure-of-Ofice act 
had had its day, and could now subserve 
no pratical or patrioticend. Gen. Grant 
has given every assurance the loyal 
people cf the country need that his ad- 
ministration will bein accord with the 
policy of the party that elected him, sud 
will be strenuously directed to the main- 
tenance of the laws enacted by Cougress 
to secure jiberty and equal rights all 
over the land.”’ | 

I: is known here that the discussion 
in this caucus furoishes a key to the 
future condition of parties in the Repub- 
lican ranke, so far asit will affect the 
political status of Grant. He might as 
well bave been told, in s0 many words, 
that the ‘‘outsiders” (that is, those 
whose Cabicet pretensions have been 
overlooked,) intend to ‘*Johnsoniza”’ 
him at the first opportunity. It has fre- 
quently been said in these letters that 
this result was inevitsble—not so much 
on account of diversity of political views 
as his utter inability to satisfy the 
shoals of huvgry oflics beggars, high and 
low, who are ciamoring for the spoils, 
THE TENURE OF OFFICE ACT DISCUSSED. 

An interesting conversation was had 
to day with Gen. Grant by a Senator 
opposed to a repeal of the civil offics 
tenure act. The Senator was Isying the 
ground work for sundry s&ppiications for 
oftice, when bis attention was called by 
the General to the div’sion in the Radi- 
cal party on this tenure of office qu-s 
tion. ‘ But, sir,’’? said the General, ‘* is 
not the restriction opjosed ty our theory 
of governinent? The Judges hold offive 
for life, bu’: the President aud members 
of Congress ere subject -to constant 
change. Now, it is proposed to invest 
allsubordinate citicers with a life inter- 
est in the positions they hold, unless, in- 
deed, eharges are preferret against. 
them anda trial had before the Senate, 
the same tribunal before which the 
Judges are to be tried. This is certainly 
a great stride towards @ revolution ia our 
free system, and it ouly requires anotber 
step to make these cilices hereditary.” 
Tne Senator made no effort. to combat: 
the Geserai’s position, but quietiy re- 
folding several papers which he siili 
held in his hand, he returned them to 
his coat pocket and retired. It is under- 
atood that the General contemplates 
placing a similar quietns on ail Senators 
oppesed to etrising from the hands of 
the Executive the legislativesa manacles 
imposed by the civil office tenure act.

interchanges of courtesies, said he bad a 
letter, signed by Judges Agnow, Wil- 
liams aud Reed, of the Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania, and other prominent 
men of the Repubiican party in the 
S:ate, asking that the State might bea 
represented in the Cabinet cf the new 
edministration, and respcctifully 
gesiing the bame cf ex-Gov. Andrew @ 
Curtin for a position. He added thst na 
letter from Gov. Geary and others was 
on’ the way, warmiy endorsing Gov. 
Curtin and eommending him ty tha 
favor of the President elest in tha hope 
that the name would be well snd favor- 
aviy received. Gen. Grant rep!ied to 
this that he had already determined to 
give the S:ate of Pennsylvaniaa placa in 
the Cabiset, and had selected a Cistin- 
guished gentiemen ands member of tha 
Rapublican party, whose namo, how- 
ever, he cou'd not montion at present.

AShakspecarian Incident Realized. 


> 

A paris paper relates a most amusing 
story, the scene of which is laid in one 
of the communes near Amsterdam. 
Jerome S———— was the sole clerk and 
factotum of M. Ambro’se, one of the 
functionaries of the commune. M. Am- 
broise, though some sixty years of age, 
was not insensible to the tender passion, 
and for a month had laid siege to the 
heart of Alphonsine, a seamstress, the 
wife of Jerome, the clerk. The bou- 
quets and sonnets arrived in such profu- 
sion that they at length attracted the 
notice of Jerome, who jealously inquired 
of his wife respecting them. She con- 
fessed that M. Ambroise had for sometime 
past annoyed her by his numerous pres- 
ents, but urged that she was unwilling 
to speak about the matter, lest Jerome 
should lose his situation ; Jerome, ac- 
_ knowledging the justice of this plea, de- 
cided to repay his patron for his atten- 
tions to his wife. The next day the 
Falstaff presented himself at the resi- 
dence of his clerk, bouquet and sonnet 
in hand. He was just endeavoring to 
compensate for his lack of beauty by the 
vigor of his eloquence, when a step was 
heard on the staircase. « [t js my hus- 
band,”’ cried Alphonsine.

have occurred. Some have suggested 
that these have resulted from the passage 
of the earth in space through regions of 
varying temperature, sometimes cold, 
sometimes hot; others that a change in 
the obliquity of the earth’s axis has been 
involyed. Prof. Tyndall thinks that the 
formation of glaciers was produced by 
an increased temperature of the sea, 
which caused a greater degree of evapo- 
ration, and that the consequent mois- 
ture, condensing and freezing on the 
hills, caused the downward extension of 
the ice-fields. Prof. Frankland, in dis- 
cussing the question, assumes as proven : 
first, that the glacial action extended 
over the whole earth, and belonged to a 
comparatively recent period; second, 
that it was preceded by a hotter period 
of unknown duration, when glaciers were 
entirely unknown, or of very limited 
extent ; third, that the glacial epoch was 
coexistent with a greatly increased rain 
.fall ; and fourth, that it was followed by 
a period, of which the present time 
forms part, when glaciers again became 
restricted. According to Prof. Frank- 
land, all these conditions are satisfied by 
assuming that the temperature of the 
ocean, hightened by some cause for a 
period, afterwards cooled down to. the 
present average. This former extension 
of glaciers does not necessarily involve 
any material change in the actual cli- 
mate of the earth, but only a vastly 
greater rain fall. 7

The Chinese 
drink it at ali times, and keep the pot on 
the fire, so that they “ may moisten their 
lips after the fashion of Sairy Gamn; 
others consider it almost sacrilege to 
take it at any other hour than in the 
evening and at fea, while many say with
